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HORRIBLE TRAGEDY HOVERS 

OVER PEACEFUL CLOVERPORT 



Jesse Keys Dies From Terrible Stab Wounds. Had 
Been on a Pleasure Trip With William and 
Selby McCracken. Expires Before "tak- 
ing Statement. 

KEYS FOUND ALONE DYING IN HIS BOAT 



A pleasure trip that ended iu a 
trag / was the one taken Sunday by 
Win McCracken, Selby McCracken 
and Jesse Keys, the latter of the 
three lying cold in his grave today. 
Death A Tragedy. 

The death of Keys is the result of 
one the most horrible tragedies that 
ever oecured In this community. 
Sunday, Keys, with his two fellow 
work-men, started together for a trip 
down the river in Key's gasoline boat. 

Nothing was heard from them until 
about H:M that night when the Mc- 
Cracken men returned to the city and 
informed several persons that Keys 
was hurt in his boat and they had 
better go to his rescue. 

Found In Sinking Boat 

Dr. Simons was called, and he with 
Marion Weatherhoit, Win. Pate, Carl 
DeHaven and Marshal Dellaven went 
immediately down the river in 
Weatherholt's launch in search of 
the wounded man. Near Sterretfs 
Landing, banked up in the willows on 
the Kentucky shore was Key's boat 
gradually sinking with him lying in 
the water, dying moment by moment 
from the result of several stab 
wounds. 

His Last Call. 

"When the rescuers' boat got near 
Keys they heard him groaning and 
jnst as they reached him he moaned 
in agony, "Oh, Lord where am I?" 
There was no answer. His rescuers 
were terrified at the sight of his 
tragic condition. In a few minutes 
ha collapsed. i... 
Body Brought Home. 

Uis rescuers bailed the skiff out 
and brought home the man who had 
been stabbed and brutally injured. 
Dr. Simons remarked Monday, of all 
the accidents he had ever seen, the 
result of this tragic, was the most 
terrible. It has indeed, i^ade the 
blood of Cloverport'a citizens run 
cold. 

Will Say Little.

There is no certain knowledge 
learned about the tragedy as yet. It 
is said, the McCracken men were the 
only persons in the boat with Keys 
and they will talk little of the affair. 
Whiskey The Cause 

It la reported that Keys and Wm. 
McCracken were engaged in an al- 
tercation and McCracken stabbed 
him In self defense. The cause of the 
trouble' can not be ascertained, but it 
ia thought the men were drinking, 
for no aober, sane man would com- 
mit such a crime. 

Were Best Of Friends 

The McCracken brothers and Mr. 
Keys were best of friends and fre- 
quently spent their Sundays and 
holidays together. They worked 
aide by side for years in the Hender- 
son Route shops at this place. Selby 
McCracken Is a member of the City 
Council. 

Under Arrest. 

The following warrant was sworn 
out for the McCracken men: . 

Commonwealth of Kentucky. 
To any sheriif, marshal, etc. 

It appearing that there are reason- 
able grounds for believing that Wm. 
McCracken and Selby McCracken 
have committed the crime of murder 
which was committed in manner and 
form as follows: The said W T m. Mc- 
Cracken and Selby McCracken on the 
Ohio river opposite either Brecken- 
ridge county or Hancock county and 
on this side of low water mark onthe 
Indiana shore or side of the river and 
in Kentucky and before the issual of 
this warrant did unlawfully, willfully, 
maliciously and feloniously and with

The funeral of Mr. Keys was held 
yesterday morning from the Keys 
home on Ferry street in Ilreckenridgi 
Addition, conducted by the Rev. B, 
M. Currie. The remains were taken 
to Lodiburg to be interred in the 
Walnut Grove Baptist church ceme- 
tery. 

Held To Bond of $-4 000. 

The case was called for trial Wed- 
nesday. After the evidence of the 
commonwealth had been heard the de- 
fendants waived examination and ask 
ed for bail. Their bond was set al 
$1000 each. Failing to fill a bond the) 
were sent to jail where they still re- 
main. They hope to secure bondsmen 
in a short time.

And yet the roads of Americn are 
vastly better than they once were, and 
the Improvement is piing on npuce. 
The t'ulted States government is lend- 
ing a hand by setting Its spare scien- 
tists to work teaching the people of 
different regions how to make the best 
roads nt the least cost. The states are 
doing vastly more. New York In 1005 
voted to spend $-0,000,000 on her high- 
ways, and, while no other state Is In 
vesting In roads at that rate, all are 
doing something. 

Cities are finding It good business to 
Improve the roads leading out Into the 
farming region, the farmers nre begin- 
ning to tax themselves in a rational 
fashion for highway Improvement, and 
many philanthropists have passed by 
the conventional college aud library 
donation to spend their surplus funds 
on good roads. Historic mudholes are 
being slowly tilled up, stone and con- 
crete are replacing the crazy wooden 
bridges, and a hundred Inventions 
have been made to help get the best 
results for the lowest expense. 

Some of the last deserve attention. 
Macadam roads hnve long been ac- 
cepted as the standard of highway 
construction. But macadam roads of 
the old pattern, with crushed stone 
eight inches thick, cost from $0,000 to 
110,000 per mile. Now It has been 
found that three or four Inches will 
do quite as well, and the cost Is 
squarely In two. In some parts of thel 
central states, where crushed sto ' 
rare, It has been found that the very 
clay which makes the roads almost lm 
passable la the best trackmaklng mn 
terlal when burned. In yet other re- 
gions the farmers have discovered 
how to make good roads by the simple 
expedient of rolling or dragging them 
after each rain, and In yet other places 
n mixture of sand and cluy, costing 
$300 or $400 a mile, is found nlmost 
as good as the best macadam. 

It Is well thnt the roadmaklng ma- 
terials are nbundaut nnd varied, for 
there are roads enough In the United 
States to reach eighty-six times around 
the earth at the equator, and nearly 
all those roads are bad. The advo- 
cates of good highways will find nmple 
room for their missionary enterprise 
for a generation to come.

id Peter Cave; and he will, as soon as 
e^ater runs down, carefully examine 
the abutments of all bridges to ascer- 
tain the result upon them, of the high 
water, if any. 
The Bridge commissioner will exam- 
le the wooden bridges on the river road 
from Cloverport to Stephensport, which 
were under water from the river and 
make such repairs thereon as necessity 
demands. 

Refunding R. R. Debt,
